| FARGO, N.D., June 21 (AP) 
—A tornado smashed through 
100 blocks of a Fargo residential 
area last night, killing 10 per- 
sons—six of them children in 
one family. 

Damage was 
$15,000,000. 

Eighty-five persons were in- 
jured, some seriously, in the 
city of 40,000 population. The 
tornade swept a of de- 
vastation 20 blocks long and five 
wide. 

Mayor Herschel Lashkowitz, 
who made the damage estimate, 
said 500 homes, a high school 
and four churches were destroy- 
ed and that many other build- 
ings and vehicles were damaged. 

He said he was asking ‘for 
federal aid to provide housing 
for 2000 persons made home- 
| less by the storm. 

The, dead included six . chil- 
dren of the Gerald Munson 
family... They ranged in .age 
from one to 16. The mother was 
hospitalized with shock. 

One of the Munson children, 


estimated at 


early this morning. The body 
of a yoting girl, unidentified, 
was found later by searchers 
probing ruins of a home. 

Two Men, Woman ‘Killed. 

The other dead were three 
adults—two men and a woman. 
One of the adult dead was iden- 
tified as Don Titgen, 26. His 
wife was reported missing. The 
coroner listed one victim as 
Mrs. Max Kankelfitz, about 56, 
'and the body of a man tenta- 
‘tively was identified as that of 
her husband. 

However, relatives of Max 
Kankelfitz in Minneapolis main- 
tained they had talked with 
him by telephone last night and 
that he reported all members 
of the family safe. 

National Guard troops or- 
dered into Fargo by Gov. John 
Davis, police and volunteers 
searched the devastated area 
for other possible victims. 

The tornado did not come 
without warning. Hundreds of 
residents saw the twister ap- 
proaching over the prairie and 
fled the city. Radio stations had 
broadcast tornado warnings. 

Police Chief Walter Olson 
said the advance warnings 
averted a possibly’ greater toll. 

Eyewitnesses said they 
watched the huge funnel 30 
minutes before it struck the 
northwest corner of town about 
7:40 p.m. 

Richard Rasmusson, Asso- 
ciated Press staffer who lives 
near where the twister struck,

timated 10 miles west of Fargo. 

“It looked like an elongated 
triangle flying on its side,”

BOY'S AUTO DEATH 
RULED HOMICIDE 


Coronet’! Weedie Verdict in Case 
of Youth Killed on 
12th Birthday.

A verdict of homicide was re- 
turned by a coroner's jury in 
Clayton today in the death of 
Thomas Fabian, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Stanford avenue, University 
City. He was fatally injured 
yesterday, his twelfth birthday, 
when struck by an automobile 
on the shoulder of Daniel Boone 
Parkway in Ladue. 

The driver of the machine,

appearance bond. 

McCabe did not testify at the 
inquest. Jerry Fabian, 14-year- 
old brother of the dead youth, 
testified he and his brother, 
cycling on the parkway, had 
| Stopped on the south shoulder 
|of the highway, half a mile 
west of McKnight road. Jerry 
said his brother was four or 
five feet from the traffic lane 
when he was struck by Mc- 
Cabe’s car. 

Jerry Fabian said he saw the 
car approaching and shouted a 
warning to his brother, a short 
distance away. Thomas was 
picking up something from the 
ground and apparently did not 
hear him, the boy said. 

Ladue police testified Mc- 
Cabe’s automobile left skid 
marks 282 feet long, indicating 
it had been traveling in excess 
of the 60-mile-an-hour speed 
limit. . The police witnesses eés- 
timated thé car's speed at 70 
to 75 miles an hour. 

McCabe told police yesterday 
his eastbound machine skidded 
onto the road after he was 
forced to apply the brakes when 
a truck swefved in front of him. 
He. was booked in Ladue police 
court for alleged careless and 
reckless driving and’released on 
$300 bond. . 

Thomas Fabian died of a frac-

also beginning to be used to 
weaken the Arab leaders, like 
Egypt’s Nasser, who show them- 
selves the West’s enemies. 

In several vital respects, we 

are better equipped than our 
allies were for this game which 
we have now taken to playing. 
We are not afflicted with the 
vice-regal manner and outlook 
which too many British diplo- 
mats and Middle Eastern policy 
makers conserved from the days 
when British policy in the Mid- 
dle East was backed by the 
Indian army. 


We are not afflicted, either, 
with a long history of past 
actions in the Middle East 
which have generated Arab re- 
sentment. Our share in. the 
création of Israel is everywhere 
remembered with extreme bit- 
terness; but at least it stands 
alone, instead of being part of 
a long and bitter record. 

Finally, in the persons of 
King Satd of Saudi Arabia and 
young King Husseifi of Jordan, 
we have two Arab friends of 
cardinal importance who were 
not the friends of our allies. 
For this reason and the other 
above-noted, the new policy oe 
have embarked on is not in- 
herently impractical. It can 
succeed. 

But this policy we have em- 
barked upon runs squarely 
counter to the Nasser-style 
brand of Arab. nationalism, 
which is the strongest popular 
force in the Arab lands today. 
It is also a policy of inordinate 
complexity and delicacy. ‘It 
necessarily involves much secret 
diplomacy and many accurate 


judgements of character and sit- 


uation. It calls for extraordinary 
tact, mingled with occasional 
evtreme boldness. 

Altogether, it will afford an 
interesting but rather desperate 
test of American ability to rise 
to a quite new kind of political 
challenge.

The confusion over President Eisenhower's 
comments on disarmament will be cleared up, 
we trust, when Harold E. Stassen completes the 
presentation of American policy which he has 
begun at the London conference. By then the 
world should know what American policy on 
suspending nuclear tests actually is. We hope 
it will be the simple and constructive policy 
foreshadowed by the President's remarks, rather 
than the more complicated and conditioned one 
being expounded by Secretary Dulles and some 
of his subordinates, 

The principal question seems to be what condl- 
tions our Government intends to attach to any 
acceptance of the Soviet plan for a moratorium 
on nuclear weapons testing, to be policed by in:

It is understandable that the negotiators 
should seek to make the first stage of disarma- 
ment, as well as the later stages, embrace vari- 
ous forms of military power. But we hope that 
the ban on tests will not be made absolutely 
conditional upon these other aspects of disarm- 
ament. If it could be agreed on at once—fully 
safeguarded by foolproof inspection — why 
should it not be adopted without further delay? 

Similarly, why should a moratorium on nuclear 
tests be made conditional on an agreement to 
halt the production of fissionable materials, as 
Secretary Dulles and his subordinates have been 
privately insisting? Certainly a stoppage of mili- 
tary nuclear production is an appropriate long- 
range goal of any disarmament plan, but to hope 
for it now seems unrealistic. Both Britain and 
France are said to be objecting to it, as leaving 
the “Big Two” in a dominant position of nuclear 
power. 

Observance of a simple ban on nuclear tests 
could be checked by scientifically equipped 
ground stations at key points. But to check on 
nuclear production would undoubtedly require 
inspectors with unlimited right of access to all 
facilities everywhere. Does anybody really be- 
lieve that Russia would grant that kind of ac- 
cess at this stage of the game? Or that the 
United States Congress would, either?

It seems likely, therefore, that to insist on a 
production ban now, as a condition of agreement 
to suspend tests for a limited period, would tend 
to kill off the chances of arriving at a first-c'-ge 
disarmament agreement embracing nuclear «5 
well as conventional arms, This is why we hope 
that the President was defining basic policy 
when he said that suspension of tests is not 
necessarily tied to a cut-off of nuclear produc- 
tion, and that he would be “delighted” to work 
out an inspected suspension for a limited period 
during which efforts would be made to reach a 
more comprehensive disarmament agreement. 


Certainly the suspensién- would have to be for 
a limited time, and weapons research and de- 
velopment would have to continue in all fields 
not involving the actual explosion of nuclear 
devices. The United States, during the mora- 
torium, would be obliged to continue all such 
research so that it could stay ahead ih case the 
first efforts toward disarmament proved a fail 
ure, If at the end of the moratorium no progress 
had been made toward broader disarmament, 
and if our security then seemed to require re- 
tracing our steps, we, like the other parties, 
would be free to resume nuclear tests. 


The important thing, as both President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary Dulles have repeatedly 
to make a start. Disarmament must pro- 
ceed by stages. The goal at London should be 
to go as far as possible in the first stage but not 
to insist on attaching wufrealistic conditions 
which can only be attained at a much later 
stage.

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New Premier, Old Problem 


he twenty-second postwar premier of France, 
Maurice Bourges-Manoury, is attempting to at- 
tack the nation’s basic tax problem and there- 
by challenging critics to make way for a 
twenty-third. 


M. Bourges-Manoury won cabinet authority 
for a tax program after only eight days in office. 
It is the same program which caused the down- 
fall of Socialist Premier Guy Mollet a month 
ago. But the prospect of any kind of govern- 
ment other than the present minority “commit- 
tee of parties” is slim. Bourges-Manoury knows 
it, and knows his crities know it, and therefore 
is willing to stake his office on the tax plan. 


This plan is supposed to raise an extra billion 
dollars a year through higher levies on corpora- 
tion income and a new levy on business inven- 
tories, plus a big increase on stamps for official 
documents. The cabinet earlier raised the gaso- 
line tax so that gas now sells for 05.4 cents a 
gallon—the highest rate in Western Europe. 

Since the tax plan. falls heaviest on business, 
it is naturally opposed by conservatives in the 
Assembly, But the proposed tax schedule is not 
so much a drastic reform as a shifting of tax 
burdens. The French are a heavily taxed peo- 
ple, but they are not taxed equitably. Not more 
than a third ef the revenue comes from income 
taxes, based on ability te pay, and evasion of 
these is a national game. Most revenue comes 
from indirect taxes which tend to hit all income 
brackets alike. The Bourges-Manoury program 
will not change the system much but will place 
a somewhat heavier burden on corporations.

Holes in the Mining Laws 

Senator Hennings is absolutely right in saying 
that the federal mining laws need strengthening 
as they apply to the, public lands. The Al Sarena 
mining case proved that some little while ago. 
In that case unexercised mining rights were 
used as an excuse to harvest and sell a valuable 
stand of timber from the Rogue River National 
Forest, in Orc7on. 

Currently still another example is being pro- 
vided by a bill which Senator Barrett of Wyo- 
ming and Senator Dworshak of Idaho are spon- 
soring. It would provide speculators in uranium 
lands with a field day by opening several mil- 
lion acres of public lamds to them with few if 
any holds barred. 

Safeguards should certainly be set up which 
would prevent timber grabs through phony min- 
ing claims, rule out speculative profits, and 
make effective the existing requirement that 
money must be spent developing a claim in 
order to keep it. The.Al Sarena case and the 
Barrett-Dworshak bill could serve excellently as 
models of what to avoid. :

Thirteenth to Ratify 

The margin by which the Senate ratified the 
‘atoms for peace” treaty is gratifying, but pos- 
sibly deceptive. American membership in the 
international atomic energy agency—a cherished 
project of President Eisenhower ever since he 
proposed it in his speech to the U.N. in late 
1953—-was approved by a vote of 67 to 19. 


Counting only the Senators on the floor at the 
time of the vote, this meant that the treaty went 
through with some 11 votes to spare beyond the 
required two-thirds. Republican support was 
almost as strong as Democratic: 32 Republicans 
voted for the treaty and 10 against, while 3£ 
Democrats voted for it and nine against. 

On the other hand, before voting on final 
passage the Senate considered a reservation of- 
fered by Senator Bricker denying the President 
authority to deliver atomie materials to the 
international agency without prior congressional 
assent. This would have been a serious blow 
not only to Executive prestige and authority but 
to the treaty itself, Other nations could not be 
expected to put much confidence in the agency 
if Congress did not trust the President to par- 
ticipate in it. 

Fortunately this Bricker amendment was de- 
feated. But the vote was 55 to 31—which 
means that very close to one third of the full 
membership of the Senate went along with 
Senator Bricker’s effort to embarrass the Ad- 
ministration and enshroud the atomic agency in 
uncertainty at its birth.

The United States thus becomes the thirteenth 
nation to ratify the treaty although we were the 
first to propose it. It must be hoped that the 
doubts and hesitations which afflicted one wing 
of the Senate are not interpreted abroad as rep- 
resenting the nation as a whole. President 
Eisenhower's proposal to divert some atomic 
energy development from military to peaceful 
purposes, on an international rather than nation- 
al scale, remains as inspiring now as it was 
when originally made. May the establishment 
of the agency be speeded at every turn.

Anxiety and tension are essential 
functions of living, just as hunger and 
thirst are. Without the experience of 
anxiety we would not be prepared to 
avoid or overcome situations harmful 
to ourselves arid our families. Without 
the ability to tense ourselves we would 
fall short in emergencies, often to the 
peril of our lives. 


Primarily, tensions and anxiety are 
our self-protective reactions when we 
are confronted by threats to our safety, 
well-being, happiness and self-esteem— 
threats like illness, accidents, violence, 
financial trouble, ‘trouble on the job, 
trouble in family relations. 


Everybody is confronted by threats; 
hence, everybody experiences tensions. 
Yet there are times when we become 
tense and anxious where no adequate 
threat exists. This may happen when 
we have been through a siege of trou- 
ble or exhausting work, are worn out 
and on edge and cannot reason things 
out. Other times this may happen 
when we are caught up in a conflict 
which we cannot work out. 


There are, to begin with, certain sim- 
ple, practical, constructive things you 
can do for yourself. These measures 
are for the most part positive forms of 
action. And action, of course, is na- 
ture’s instinctive response to a threat 
of any kind. Primitive reactions like 
flight or combat can rarely serve us in 
a modern world. Much more effective 
is action which helps to solve a problem. 


1. Talk It Out: When something wor- 
ries you, talk it out. Don’t bottle it up. 
Confide your worry to some levelheaded 
person you can trust; your husband or 
wife, father or mother, a good friend, 
your clergyman, your family doctor, a 
teacher, school counselor, or dean. Talk- 
ing things out helps to relieve your 
strain, helps you to see your worry in 
a clearer light, and often helps you to 
see what you can do about it. 


2. Eseape for a While: Sometimes, 
when things go wrong, it helps to es- 
cape from the painful problem for a 
while: to lose yourself in a movie or a 
book er a game, or a brief trip for a 
change of scene. Making yourself 
“stand there and suffer” is a form of 
self-punishment, not a way to solve a 
problem. But be prepared to come back 
and deal with your difficulty when you 
aré more composed, and in better con- 
dition to deal with it.

generally leave you feeling foolish arid 
sorry in the end. con- 


—even better—give you a fine feeling 
of having done well. 


6. Take One Thing at a Time: For 
people under tension, an ordinary work 
load can sometimes seem unbearable. 
Take a few of the most urgent tasks 
and pitch into them, one at a time, set- 
ting aside all the rest for the time “be- 
ing. Once you dispose of these you'll 
see that the remainder is not such a 
“horrible mess” after all. The rest of 
the tasks will go much more easily. If 
you feel you can’t set anything aside 
to tackle things this sensible way, re- 
flect: are you sure you aren't overesti- 
mating the importance of the things you 
do—that is, your own importance? 


7. Shun the “Superman” Urge: Some 
people expect too much from them- 
selves. They try for perfection in every- 
thing. Admirable as this ideal is, it is 
an n invitation to failure. Decide 
which 4 things you do well, and then put 
your major effort into these. They 
are apt to be the things you like to do, 
and nee those that give you most 
satisfaction. Then, perhaps, come the 
a 78 can’t do so well, Give them 
the best of your effort and ability, but 
don’t take yourself to task if you can’t 
achieve the impossible. 


8. Go Easy With Your Criticism: Some 
people expect too much of others, and 
then feel frustrated when another per- 
son does not measure up. Remember, 
each person has his own virtues, his 
own right to develop. as an individual, 
People who feel let down by the short- 
comings (real or imagined) of their 
relatives are really let down about 
themselves. Instead of being critical 
about the other person’s behavior, 
search out the good points and help 
him to develop them.

TITO, MOSCOW’S TROJAN HORSE, by

A few Years passed after World War 
Il before the United States realized 
that our erstwhile Soviet ally was in- 
deed a greater threat to security than 
the defeated Germans and Japanese 
had been. Communism spread into 
eastern and central Europe and thr 
China, covering a third of the world’s 
population. Tragic errors in Western 
judgment made this expansion rela- 
tively simple. 


In 1948 a split appeared in Commu- 
nist ranks: Tito and his Yugoslav 
Communist party was expelled fram 
the Cominform. This was thé occasion 
for great rejoicing 
in the West where 
the news was hailed 
widely as a real 
break in Moscow’s 
power. Apparently 
Yugoslavia was re- 
fusing Kremlin con- 
trol; here was an

Dr. Sloboda M. Draskovich, professor 
at the University of Belgrade until 1941 
and now lecturer and editor of a Serb- 
ian weekly newspaper in’ Clijcago, ar- 
gues that Titoism is. a complete 
deception. “Tito’s expulsion from the 
Cominform was a Communist family 
affair which in no way affected Com- 
munist Yugoslavia’s determination to 
work for Communist world conquest 
and ee its Communist solidarity.” 

In rt, the basic ingredient in 
Communism is the overthrow of cap- 
italism, and hence any Communist state 
must be part of the Communist master 
scheme to control the world. 

This is a very important book which 
should have wide attention, *In sober 
language and steady logic, Draskovich 
argues the utter folly of aid to Yugo- 
slavia in the belief that Tito might 
some day help the West. Further he 
believes that the Communists were so 
elated with the results of Titeism that 
they deliberately planned the events 
in Poland and Hungary last fall to fool 
the West into further complacence. The 
Hungarians, however, had courage 
enough to stage a real revolt that was 
crushed brutally by Soviet power.

WIESBADEN, Germany — 
Leadership of organized inter- 
national real estate went to the 
United States for the first time 
in history with the election 
here of a Detroit realtor—Leo- 
nard P. Reaume—as president 
of the International Real Estate 
Federation. 

The election of Reaume not 
only marked the first time that 
any American has been chosen 
to head the LR.E.F., hut made 
the Detroiter the first person 
to have held office as president 
of professional real estate or- 
ganizations at all four levels— 
local, state, national and inter- 
national. 

Reaume has served as presi- 
dent of the Detroit Real Estate 
Board (1925), the Michigan Real 
Estate Association (1935), and 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards (1930). 

Five other members of “the 
64-person delegation of Real- 
tors from'the United States to 
the congress of the L.R.E.F. also 
were elected to positions in the 
organigation before it closed its 
annual sessions on June 18. 
They are: 

Eugene P. Conser, Chicago, 
secretary-general; and Kenneth 
S. Keyes, Miami; Clarence M. 
Turley, St. Louis; Jack Justice, 


Miami; John C. Tysen, New York 
City, members of the board of 
directors. 

Conser is executive vice presi- 
dent of N.A.R.E.B.; Keyes is 
president; Turley is immediate 
past president, and Messrs. Jus- 
tice and Tysen are officials of 
the association’s affiliated Na- 
tional Institute of Real Estate 
Brokers. 

Announcing that he will 
maintain an office in France 
and make periodic trips to Eu- 
rope to attend meetings of the 
I.R.E.F. directors, Reaume has 
pledged his administration “to 
the continued furtherance of 
international commerce and un- 
derstanding.”

Retiring president of the 
I.R.E.F. is Horace Julliard, Ge- 
neva, Switzerland. The only pre- 
vious president of the organiza- 
tion was the late Pierre Colle- 
ville, Paris, who took office 
when the group was formed and 
was re-elected every year until 
1956. 

Long active in real estate, 
Reaume was born near River- 
side, Ontarie, Canada. Trained 
as an architect at Assumption 
college, he began his real estate 
career with the development o 
more than half the area of East 
Windsor, Ont., moved to Detroit 
where he continued to be active 
in real estate and finance. .

Tax concessions as a lure for 
new industry are overrated, ac- 
cording to a report made by a 
panel of the Industrial Council 
of the Urban Land Institute of 
Washington, D.C. which recent- 
ly made an industrial growth 
study of Alameda county, Calli- 
fornia. 


A i14-man panel headed by 
Walter S. Schmidt, nationally 
known Cincinnati realtor, made 
a five-day inspection of the San 
Francisco Bay Area county un- 
der the sponsorship of the coun- 
ty’s Board of Supervisors. 


The pane] report played down 
local tax rates as an important 
factor in encouraging the loca- 
tion of new industries. The size 
of the tax bill is not as impor- 
tant as the benefits which tax 
money makes possible. Industry 
wants good municipal services, 
knows that these cost money 
and is willing to pay its fair 
share, me 

The Bay Area, the panel te- 
ported, is one of the nation’s 
important centers of population 
and productien and should .be 
in for continued industrial 
growth in the yeers ahead. On 
the basis of studies of probable 
future population, the panel

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suggested that the county set 
aside from 7000 te 10,000 acres 
for future industrial use. 

Specifically, it was felt that 
industries of the following 
types should be interested in 
locating in the county: ware- 
housing for distribution; final 
assembly or processing plants;

It was recommended that in- 
dustrial }parks enforcé high 
standards to prevent over- 
crowding of land, allowing am- 
ple space for off-street parking 
and loading and future expan- 
sion and attractive appearance. 
Location should be close to a 
major highway and a railroad.

The possibility was raised 
yesterday at a closed session of 
the military applications sub- 
committee of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

Whether such weapons would 
be developed seemed to hinge 
partly on the outcome of the 


current disarmament talks in 
-London.. An international sus- 


pension of nuclear bomb tests 
is being discussed. 

The so-called clean weapons 
could not. be developed without 
tests. The scientists feel it 
would be “a crime against hu- 
manity” not to develop the 
weapons, because the death toll 
would likely be much higher if 
a nation at war were forced to 
rely alone on weapons that 
spread fallout over large areas. 

The new development was 
presented by four scientists as- 
sociated with the radiation and 
weapons laboratories of. the 
University of California. The 
laboratories played a key role 
in the development of the hy- 
drogen bomb. 

e four are: Drs. Ernest O. 
Lawrence, director of the radia- 
tion laboratory and a Nobel 
prize winner in physics; Edward 
Teller, often called “the father 
of the H-bomb”; Martin Mills 
and Donald Cooksey. 

Senator Henry M. . Jackson 
(Dem.), Washington, chairman 
of the subcommittee, said after 


the meeting that the scientists | 


had “high hope of obtaining a 
virtually clean bomb.” 

Observing that the witnesses 
represented “the top atomic 
weapon scientists,” Jackson 
said he had “tremendous con- 
fidence in their ability to ac- 
complish what they say, based 
on their spectacular past per- 
formances.” 

The essential step toward 
“clean” nuclear weapons would 
be the developmefit of hydro- 
gen bombs far smaller than pre- 
viously believed feasible. These 
could replace the more con- 
ventional type in the nuclear 
arsenal. 

There are essential differ- 
ences between the fission pro- 
cess involved in the conven- 
tional nuclear bomb and the 
fusion process in the hydrogen 
bomb. The fission reaction 
creates the radioactive debris 
responsible for fall-out. The 
fusion explosion creates no 
radioactive debris, except that 
caused by the fission “trigger” 
in the H-bomb. 

Jackson. linked the develop- 
ment of “clean” weapons with 
the necegsity of continued test- 
ing. He indicated-that the sub- 
committee. would. press the 
question of proceeding with 
weapons development with the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the Defense Department. 

“It was pointed out by the 
scientists that 
weapons is not going on 
e ctiriosity, but as an in- 
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the .testing of}’ 


divisible part of the effort we 
are now making to obtain clean 
weapons,” he said. 

“A continuation of testing 
will make it possible to over- 
come thé very thing that people 
are objecting to—radioactive 
fallout.”

Old Mansion in Once Fashionable Neighborhood ; 
Has Made Outstanding Record as Social Center; 
Funds Sought to Replace Dilapidated Structure 


By Dickson Terry 


NCE upon » time, back In 
0 the 1930s, when Carver 
House was established, 
Negro children were in the 
playground playing softball. 
Suddenly the playground was 
invaded by a gang of 15 young 
toughs who belonged to a gang 
known as the Termites. 
The Termites were one of 
half a dozen gangs that flour- 
ished in the neighborhood, 
which is in the Ninth Police dis- 
trict, and which was, and is, 
one of the poorest districts in 
town with the highest rate of 
juvenile delinquency. 


Some of the other gangs had 
names like the Black Aces, the 
Barracudas, the Pirates and the 
Racketeers. The gangs were 
even organized according to age 
groups. The little brothers of 
the Termites would have a club 
called the Termite Juniors. And 
the littlest brothers would have 
one called Termite Midgets. 


It wasn’t particularly surpris- 
ing, in view of the examples 
that were set for them. The dis- 
trict, back in the twenties and 
thirties, was the habitat of a 
lot of vicious adult gangs, in- 
cluding the Hogan gang. Hav- 
ing no other heroes, the kids of 
the district worshipped the 
gangsters. They not only fol- 
lowed the organizational pat- 
tern, but the philosophy as well. 
The philosophy was simple: dog 
eat dog. 


When the Termites invaded 


the playground that day, they - 


asserted themselves by taking 
all the softball equipment away 
from the youngsters who were 
playing, and making off with it. 

Ralph Young, who sinte 1937 
has been director Carver 
House, followed the Termites to 
their club house. Young, al- 
though a college trained social 


‘ worker, was still new at Carver 


House. He was not only new, 
but he was a little appalled at 
what he had stepped into. 

The statistics regarding the 
district were dismal. Family 
care cases—highest in the city; 
child care cases—second high- 
est; medical social care—high- 
est; public assistance cases— 
highest; illegitimate births— 
highest; delinquency arrests— 
highest; incidence of criminal- 
ity—second highest. In addition 
to which the population density 
was the second highest in the 
city. 

When Young stepped into the 
Termites’ clubhouse, the boys 
sat facing him, cold-eyed, ex- 
pecting the usual harangue and 
threats of arrest. Young looked 
around and noticed that the 
boys had furniture made of 
boxes, the walls were rather 
skillfully (if somewhat forbid- 
dingly) decorated with pictures 
of pirates, skull and cross bones 
and the like; and the place was 
clean. 

Young surprised them by 
complimenting them on their 
clubhouse. Someone, he said, 
was a good artist. But instead 
of boxes, they ought to have 
chairs and benches. Why not 
come over to Carver House, he 
suggested, and make some fur- 
niture in the craft shop. The 
boys didn't say anything. 

As he started to leave, he 
said casually: “By the way, boys, 
since you took the playground 
equipment, you're the only ones 
who know where it is. Do me a 
favor, and when you come over 
to Carver House, bring the stuff 
with you.” 

The boys did show up at Car- 
ver House, and they brought 
the equipment. They formed a 
new club and in a short time 
they were a baseball team in- 
stead of a gang. 

* * 


F course, ,moral concepts 
() aren't changed overnight. 

When Young suggested that 
the ball team have uniforms, it 
met great enthusiasm. Very well, 
he said, that’s what we'll do with 
our club dues. The boys looked 
at him as though he had been 
born yesterday. “Buy them?” 
they said. “Why, we can just 
steal them.” Young prevailed 
on them to do it the right way, 
but there was a lot of shaking 
of heads. 

It. would be good to report 
that everyone of those boys was 
saved from a life of crime, went 
to college and became an out- 
standing citizen. They didn't. 
But more than 60 per cent of 
them did become good citizens. 
Some of them went to college, 
and one of them is finishing 
medical school. Another works 
for the Post Office Department. 
Several are in business for them- 
selves. And even the ones who 
still hang around the pool halls 
and taverns, Young has been in- 
formed, are still ardent boosters 
of Carver House. 

The chanees are you have 
never heard of Carver House, 

there isn’t much reason why 
you should have. aoe you 
come right down to it, about 
all it has done is light a candle, 
rather than curse the darkness. 
But the candle has been burn- 
ing steadily for more than 20 
years now, and while the influ- 
ence of Carver House doesn’t 
add up to a lot of startling sta- 
tistics, it is seen in a lot of ways, 
among a lot of families. -

branch of Wesley House. It 
was named Carver House, hon- 
oring George Washington Car- 
ver. 
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HEY didn’t accomplish much 
T at first, mainly because they 

didn’t have any money. The 
WPA conducted a playground 
program for children which was 
fairly successful, but .handi- 
capped because they couldn't 
buy anything to play with or on. 

In 1937 the National Youth 
Administration got things going 
at Carver House by setting up 
a recreational project and an oc- 
cupational development insti- 
tute. They brought in a staff 
of eight teachers, provided by 
the WPA. Among them was 
Ralph Young, as director of rec- 
reation. 

“The only thing the recrea- 
tion department had,” says 
Young, “was a little office, a 
couple of soft balls and bats, 
and some swings on the play- 
ground.” 

In 1939, the NYA pulled out. 
Young stayed on as director, 
with one woman social worker 
as his staff. And no money. 
Then an anonymous donor came 
through with $3000. The same 
amount would be forthcoming 
each year, if Carver House 
could show results. 

“That was our budget,” Young 
recalls. “And there were some 
2000 kids in and out of Carver 
House, looking for recreation, 
education, even food. How did 
we do it? Don’t ask me. Our 
only salvation was the fact we 
could draw on -WPA for help, 
and they sent us a lot of rec- 
reation workers. The budget got 
too low, I had to let my one 
assistant go, There were no vol- 
unteer helpers? In those days 
of the depression people need- 
ed money, and if they were go- 
ing to do any work, it was 
going to be for money. 

When Carver House became 
a Negro social center, it was 
estimated there. were nearly 
15,000 youngsters within a mile 
radius of the place who had 
never had any recreational fa- 
cilities whatever. They had 
stood outside the fence, when 
it was Wesley House, and 
_watched the softball games. 
When it became theirs, Young 
recalls, they didn’t know what 
to do with what they had. They 
not only didn’t know how to 
play games like softball, they 
didn’t realize that there had to 
be organizations and schedules 
and. rules of play. 

“Well,” says Young, “I take 
that back about no recreation. 
They had one. The universal 
pastime was crap shooting—that 
was the only game they knew 
how to play. They threw dice 
for anything they had, marbles, 
candy. wound up with 75 
pairs of dice in my desk.

home life. What we found was 
discouraging. Many of them 
were from broken homes, many 
of them were from homes 
where both parents worked and 
there was little contact with 
the children. They were on. 
their own. The only time many 
of them ever had a hot meal 
was when they came to the 
kitchen at Carver House. Sev- 
eral of them would pool their 
change, buy some food, and 
bring it there to cook it. Either 
there was no discipline, or too 
much discipline. 

“One of our biggest jobs was 
to get across to the youngsters 
what a normal life should be,” 
Young explains. “This meant 
to train them toward the idea 
of working for a living. Too 
many of them had seen their 
parents get along, with various 
types of relief, without ever do- 
ing a day’s work. The kids 
seemed to think this was the 
way to do it.” 

One of the important things 
was to get the parents interest- 
ed in the program. They were 
invited to community sings, pot 
luck dinners. Parents clubs 
were organized. 

“You can't do anything with 
the children until you first do 
something with the parents,” 
Young has learned. 

The youngsters were orgap- 
ized into clubs, because through 
clubs they could learn the fun- 
damentals of an organized so- 
ciety, which includes responsi- 
bility. They learned that noth- 
ing operates by itself, - 

Classes in arts, crafts, wood- 
work, sewing, dramatics, music 
and photography were organized. 
Each year Carver House bégan 
to mean more to both-the chil- 
dren and the parents. As young- 
sters grew older thev became 
junior leaders, and helped with 
the younger ones. 

During the 20 years it has 
been in operation, thousands of 
children have come under the 
influence of Carver House, some 
for a short time, others for a 
period of years. 

There’s no way of measuring 
the results, but they can be 
seen. Youngsters who once 
knew nothing but frustration 
and were hostile to society, now 
are eager to become good citi- 
zens and take their place in so- 
ciety. “They know a lot more 
about where they are going and 
why,” says Young, “and they 
have a much clearer picture of 
what they can be and should be. 
And they have taken some of 
the influence of Carver House 
back into the homes. It’s re- 
flected throughout the whole 
district.” 

There are now 49 clubs oper- 
ating in Carver House. There 
are 99 classes in various sub- 
jects, and 24 athletic teams. 
The daily schedule at Carver 
House is full from morning to 
night with an average of 200 
youngsters in and out of the 
place every day. Last year, 
43,670 children and adults came 
under its roof. 

There are parties throughout 
the year, for both adults and 
children. The adults have 
Christmas saving clubs, sewin 
circles and choral groups, an 
they have teas on Sunday after- 
noons.

Close Look at World-Wide Frustrations 


ORKING day after day in the 
W United Nations building, knowing 

first-hand the frustrations and the 
headaches of the slow, steady push 
toward international understanding, 
Miss Elizabeth Hitchcock is neverthe- 
less an optimist about man’s chances to 
achieve an untroubled peace. 

“We will have to inch along, taking 
only one step at a time, hoping we won't 
fall back two, but we are going toward 
greater understanding,” said the for- 
mer St. Louisan, now public affairs of- 
ficer at the United Staees mission to 
the U.N. 

Long an ardent advocate of the U.N. 
as a medium of settling international 
difficulties, Miss Hitchcock came home 
from New York last week to address a 
group of townspeople concerned with 
the U.N., and to start the ball rolling 
toward an invitation to members of 
the American mission to visit Missouri 
and the Midwest and feel the pulse of 
the people. She was a guest in the 
home of Dr. and Mrs. John W. Seddon, 
5341 Waterman avenue.

“VISITING the Midwest would give 
delegates a chance to know what peo- 
ple out here are thinking about, and it 
would give the people an opportunity 
to learn about the U.N. and its prob- 
lems as well as its policies,” she said. 

“If people would only think of it not 
as a super organization, an entity .of 
itself, but as a means of executing 
United States foreign policy, they would 
take a kindlier view toward what it is 
trying to do.”
